The annu al report for the fiscal y ear 1932 dis­ 
closes tha t there were 6 5 departm ents, com m is­ 
sions and bu reau s for state gov ernm ent u nder 
Repu blicans, bu t the report for the fiscal y ear 
1934 shows tha t the present Dem ocratic adm in­ 
istration has increased the nu m ber of d ep art­ 
m ents, commissions and bu reau s to 7 5 , an in­ 
crease of 10. In other words, the M cNu tt adm in­ 
istration has increased the nu m ber of state de­ 
partm ents, 13%. 
It m ight be well to add that, althou gh approx ­ 
im ately $15 ,000,000 additional rev enu e has been 
receiv ed by reason of fiv e Dem ocratic tax m ea­ 
su res, ex cise tax , m otor v ehicle weight tax , in­ 
tangibles tax and gross income tax , elim ination 
of the state tax lev y of 15 cents on ev ery $100 of 
tax able property in the state of Indiana has not 
been accom plished by the Dem ocratic adm inis­ 
tration.

W ashington ( JP) — Lamb seems 
to have rem ained the good little 
child of the m eat family, consid­ 
ered from the viewpoint of the 
hou sewife 
who 
watches 
the 
bu dget closely. 
Prices for lamb still are far­ 
ther below the 1930 prices than 
any of the other meats, al­ 
thou gh they are u p from a year 
ago. 
Pork chops and sliced bacon, 
on the other hand, not only have 
equ alled their 1930 prices, bu t 
passed them. 
Food prices generally, du ring 
the two weeks ending Au gu st 27, 
increased six-tenths of one per 
cent. 
They are 14.9 per cent 
higher than the same m onth two 
years ago, the bu reau of labor 
statistics finds, bu t they are still 
14.4 per cent below the level of 
five years agb. 
The most marked increases the 
last year, says the bu reau , came 
in the prices of eggs, meats, fats 
and oils. At the same time the 
prices were slipping downward 
for cereals, dairy produ cts, fru its 
and vegetables. 
Hou sewives 
are 
afforded 
a 
gu ide to economical bu ying by 
the indices issu ed by the bu reau . 
They shoto that all meats are 
higher priced than they were a 
year ago, bu t that some prices 


have increased mu ch less than 
others. 
There were only five foods tab­ 
u lated by the bu reau which cost 
more on Au gu st 27 than they 
did the same m onth five years 
ago. 
They were wheat flou r, 
sliced bacon, pork chops, canned 
peas, and pu re lard. 
Flou r was 11.1 per cent high­ 
er; sliced bacon, 9 per cent high­ 
er; 
pork chops, 7.6 per cent 
higher; canned peas, 5.6 per cent 
higher, and pu re lard, 32.1 per 
cent higher. 
Oranges, of all the foods, is 
the lowest priced when compared 
with five years ago, and lard the 
highest. Navy beans and white 
potatoes have remained almost 
as far behind the price advance 
as oranges.
